A  largo  number  of  students  are  driv¬ 
ing  their  cars  to  school  and  this  cre¬ 
ates  tho  problem  of  finding  a  place  to 
park  your  car.

Was  Called  “Northwest  Normal” 

The  Northwest  Normal  was  startod 
as  a  two-year  school,  many  of  the  stu 
dents  being  only  of  high  school  rank.- 
However,  ‘as  tho  yours  passed  Jaml' 
students  completed  their  higlr  school 
work  uml  tho  two-year  collogo  course 
offored,  it  beeamo  advisable  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  four-year  courso,  which  was  dono 
Juno  22,  1910,  whon  tho  stato  superin¬ 
tendent  of  schools,  tho  president  of  tho 
Universjty  of  Missouri, -ap'd  tho  fivo 
normal  school  prosidonts  hud  ndoptod  u 
resolution  favoring  such  u  courso.  Tu 
1921  a  resolution  was  passed,  enabling 
tho  school  to  grant  tho  standard  degree 
of  buchollor  of  nrtspud  chuugo  its  name, 
from  Northwost  Missouri  Stuto  Normal 
School  to  Northwost  Missouri  Stato 
Teachers  College. 

A  student  army  training  corps  was 
established  in  tho  collogu  in  1918,  the 
fourth  floor  boing  converted  into  a  bar¬ 
racks  and  the  cijnipus  being  used  as  a 
drill  ground. 

OjwuuliuB  Built  Last  Tsar 

Residence  Huli,  the  wpuiau 's  dormi¬ 
tory,  ■  was  completed  in  1923  the 
coat  of  $200,000  and  in  1925  a  gym 
uasium  wus  built  at  a  cost  of$125,000, 
bringing  tho  value  of  tho  building*  on 
the  eampua  well  above  the  $900,000

Mr.  Fanning  was 
very  liberal  with  encore  numbers,  some 
of  which  were  “A  Lazy  Song,”  “Tho 
Last  Loaf,”  “Mother  Macliroe”  and 
“Mammy  Song,”  which  was  written 
especially  for  Mr.  Fanning.

Tho  third  hour  Education  22  class, 
under  the  direction  of  Mss  Katherine 
Franken,  spout  an  interesting  hour  ob¬ 
serving  (lie  Gth  grade  class  of  tho 
Franklin  school,  in  giving  u  socialized 
recitation  July  15. 


This  practical  demonstration  was  ns 


much  of  an  experiment  to  tho  children 
themselves,  as  it  was  to  the  observers, 
because  it  was  being  used  for  the 
first  time  by  this  particular  class.  Tho 
regular  American  history  assignment 
is  used  in  the  recitation. 

The  socialized  recitation  is  beginning 
to  be  used  more  in  the  class  rooms  now 
than  it  was  formerly.  The  main  rea¬ 
son  being  that  tho  student  is  able  to 
carry  on  the  class  work.  , 

In  the  socialized  recitation  it  is  the 
sielf  control-activity,  thru  experience 
created  in  the  class  room  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  training  tho  .child  by  means  of 
cooperation  with  others  engaged  in  tho 
me  essential  and  profitable  work. 
The  socialized  recitation  makes  the 
schoolroom  real,  lifelike  and  natural. 
The  teacher  becomes  a  better  planner 
and  guide  but  is  less  active  in  the  reel 
tntion.  The  teacher’s  work  is  complet¬ 
ed  befor  the  class  opens  and  once  in  the 
class  room  she  becomes  one  of  tho 
class  with  more  or  loss  authority  as  it 
is  required.  This  gives  the  child  the 
opportunity  to  do  and  to  be,  rather 
than  merely  to  know.  The  students 
open  the  discussion  and.  then  they  ear 
l-y  on  the  rocitation,  the  tcnchor  lotting 
the  class  handle  the  rocitation,  unless 
some  point  comes  up  that  is  not  clear, 
then  the  instructor  clears  up  this  par¬ 
ticular  point. 

This  group  of  younger  students  did 
not  seem  to  be  embarrassed  or  afraid  in 
giving  their  interpretation  of  their  les¬ 
son  in  front  of  the  ninety-six  College 
student  observers.  They  served  to 
illustrate  and  to  emphasize  tho  tho  im¬ 
portance  of  the  socialized  recitation.

W.  O.  Garrett-,  Mayor  of  Maryville, 
spoke  to  tho  Social  Science  Club  Wed¬ 
nesday  evening  on  the  city  manager 
plan  of  government.  Mr-  .Garrett  ex¬ 
plained  the  differences  between  the  city 
manager  plan  and  the  nldcrmnnie  plan 
as  they  had  operated  in  the  city  of 
Maryville.  He  said  that  in  tho  city 
manager  plan  responsibility  was  fixod 
and  organization  was  so  simplified  as 
to  givo  flexibility  in  carrying  out  tho 
city’s  affairs.  He  also  gave  an  account  . 
of  the  rise  of  the  city  manager  plan. 
Mr.  Garrett  answered  many  questions 
asked  by  the  studonts. 

Mr.  Foster  had  charge  of  tlio  meeting 
because  of  the  nbscnce  of  tho  clfrb  of- 
ficeds.  In  his  opening  remarks  he 
said,"  Humanity  is  suffering  more  from 
not  knowing  how  to  use  that  which 
wo  already  havo  than  from  not  knowing 
how  to  gain  more  matorial.”  He  em¬ 
phasized  the  need  of  practical  knowl¬ 
edge  along  the  lines  of  social  sciences, 
and  cited  the  school  and  tho  press  ns 
organizations  recognizing  that  need. 
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
